In sev eral recent articles I dis­ 
cussed the struggles of other nations 
10 achiev e economic security . 
In 
this column, let’s stay in America 
to talk about our own efforts to at­ 
tain that much-to-be-desired but 
elusiv e Utopia. 
Here we sit in the middle of the 
melee, a child prodigy among y a- 
tions, just 17 3 y ears of age. 
Like 
all prodigies our future is uncer­ 
tain. 
The nex t few y ears should 
determine whether our growth has 
been sound, or of the mushroom 
v ariety . 
Up to 1917 all of us were fairly 
happy and content. 
There was 
plenty of work, and any one desiring 
to make himself moderately rich 
could do so with a minimum of ef­ 
fort. 
Then came our 1917 Crusade 
for Democracy . 
We entered World 
War I. 
This cost us a lot of money , 
much of which we optimistically 
thought would be returned to us. 
The failure of our ex -Allies to pay 
plus the demoralized conditions of 
all world markets, finally threw us 
into a 
financial tail-spin. 
The 
storm broke in 1929. 
That was the 
first real test of American character. 
We failed to meet that test. 
The messy ex periments in which 
we wallowed from 1929 until we were 
forced into World War II in 1941 
cannot be blamed entirely upon our 
politicians. 
Nations get ex actly the 
kind of politicians they deserv e. 
Most of what was bad in our leader­ 
ship can be blamed upon our own 
blind, lazy desire to find an easy 
way out of our troubles. 
Since the end of World War II 
we hav e continued to toy around 
with a prize crop of "Isms,” much 
in the manner of a panicky cancer 
v ictim seeking a cure-all.

Our greatest trouble is that too 
many among us no longer believ e 
in America. 
That is the grav est 
danger we face. 
This lack of faith 
is due in large degree to the failure 
of our educational sy stem to instill 
an understanding of what America 
really is and what made her great, 
into the minds and hearts of Amer­ 
ican boy s and girls. 
Without that 
knowledge how can the y outh of 
America be ex pected to lov e this 
country and to appreciate the great 
heritage handed down to them? 
For upwards of 15 0 y ears we made 
great strides toward economic se­ 
curity . 
This was 
accomplished 
through indiv idual tnitativ e, toil and 
thrift—not through 
gov ernment 
hand-outs. 
We did not attain ab­ 
solute economic security , but came 
closer to that goal than any other 
nation. 
Communistic and socialis­ 
tic influences in our public schools 
and institutions of higheT learning 
hav e been a large factor in retard­ 
ing our progress. 
I hasten to pay full respect to the 
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great number of school teachers 
who ,in face of many obstacles, are 
rendering y eoman serv ice in uphold­ 
ing the ideals of loy alty and serv ice 
to American principles. 
We must 
strengthen their hands by elimin­ 
ating the traitors among them. 
If y ou ax e worried (and y ou should 
be) about this trend to communis­ 
tic totalitarianism, there is some­ 
thing y ou can and should do about 
it. 
Consult with other patriotic 
citizens in y our community . 
In­ 
v estigate to find out if there is ev i­ 
dence of subv ersiv e activ ities in y our 
local public schools. 
Carefully read 
the tex tbooks used in those schools 
to learn whether they are sound in 
tex t or full of poisonous propaganda. 
If y ou find that the schools in 
y our community are indoctrinating 
the students' minds with false ideas, 
that they are breeding place for 
Communism, or Socialism, or any 
other "ism” besides Americanism, 
go to y our school authorities, or to 
y our State Legislators, demand a 


thorough inv estigation, to be fol­ 
lowed by a drastic purge, if needed. 
Thus will the American Way be 
protected from its enemies, and 
America will be able to proceed on 
its way to economic security .
